He 
places the number in the great cen- 
‘ral or Cahokia group as in excess of 
70. though more recent explorations 
of Warren King Moorehead, for the 
University of Illinois. indicates that 
there likely are or were originally 
more than 80 in this group. 

He designates as the “north group” 
a collection of 11 mounds on the 
shores of Long Lake. near Mitchell 
Station. The west group. which 
stood on the west benk of the Mis- 
sissippi in North St. Louis, he num- 
hers 27. All have been destrored in 
the building of the city. 

The south group stands opposite 
Jefferson Barracks in Illinois and is 
cemposed of eleven tumuli. He des- 
ignates as a fifth group. mounds that 
stood om the present site of the East 
St. Louis stockyards and which, he 
says. were destrored without accur- 
gate enumeration. These may be con- 
sidered. he says. an extension of the 
great central group. 

“Certain Degree of Order.” 

“The five groups were placed with 
a certain degree of order to ome an- 
other with the great mound, C 
‘hokia,. rising near the center of 

rea.” Bushnell sars. 

Concerning the origin of 
mounds, he comments as fololws 

“But who were the builders of the 
mounds, the most important group: 
in the Mississippi Valley” The ques- 
‘tion mar never be definitely an- 
swered. although it then 
probable ther should be attributed to 
a tribe or tribes known im historic 
‘times, but who may have become 
greatiy reduced in numbers ané rela- 
tive importance befare the coming of 
the French. Evidentir. the historic 
Algonquin tribe did mot reach the 
eastern bank of the Mississippi until 
about the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century and it is doubtful tf 
others of this linguigtic family had 
preceded them. Siouan tribes. when 
moring from the eastwerd, may have 
traversed tims region, but there is 
mo reason whatsoever to attribute 
the great mound groups ‘to ¢i th 
Aigonguin or Siovuan tribes. 

“Probably by Southern Tribe.” 

“The works were probably raised 
by a southern tribe, a southern peo- 
Pie who at some e before the ar- 
rival of the Aigonquin tribes or the 
migration of the Siouan tribes from 
the eastward, occupied the region. 
later to move elsewhere, probablr to 
return southward. These may have 
been the ancient Natchez. the Chick- 
asaw, or some other Muskhogean 
tribe of whom we possess no his- 
toric record; however. a careful ex- 
amination of the mode of construc- 
tion and the contents of one or more 
of the mounds may enable us to ar- 
rive at some conclusion regarding 
their origin.” 

As ts known, the University of Illi- 
nois explorations this spring under 
the @irection of Moorehead inciuded 
the penetration of a 59-foot mound 
to dts base where curious srmbols 
and ceremonial works were uz- 
earthed. Geologists also made mi- 
mute observations on the structure.

The brotherhood members, with 
the nonunion men, will be asked to 
vote on the question of accepting the 
wage cuts of from 1 to 6 cents an 
hour recently ordered by the United 
States Railway Labor Board in Chi- 
cago. If a majority of the brother- 
hood votes in favor of a rejection of 


the decreases, E. F. Grable, grand 

president of the brotherhood, with 

headquarters here, is empowered to 

issue a strike call immediately setting 

the date for the walkout. , 
Vote Resolution Passed. 

4. resolution calling for the strike 
vote and ordering Grable to take ihe 
strike step in the event it is sanc- 
tioned by the membership, was 
passed yesterday at a meeting of the 
brotherhood’s Executive Council, 
composed of all officers of the union. 

A strike ballot will be mailed to 
each person affected by the reduc- 
tions, it being desired to give non- 
union men working besides those¢ 
holding union cards an oppor- 
tunity to express their choice between 
continuing work at the reduced fig- 
ure’ or suspending their efforts.

The action opens in the market 
place with the entrance of the Pied 
Piper and a picturesque horde of 
children. Comes the King to parade. 
Comes also a troupe of traveling 
players, including the sweethearts, 
Carolus and Philomel. The King is 


*go entrenced by Philomel’s dancing 


that he offers to take her to the 
castie, and the perfidious wench at- 
cepts. 

Deserted Lover’s Plan for V . 

While Carolus sits in the twilight, 
brooding upon this desertion, there 
appear four thieves, These he en- 
lists in his plan for vengeance. A 
messenger is sent to the King to 
gay that there have arrived in his 
realm four foreign weavers possess- 
ing a magic loom upon which they 
can weave a cloth that is visible 
“only to the good and virtuous.” * 

The next set is a resplendent 
throne room, in which the King re- 
ceives the weavers. He is totally 
duped, and professes not only to see 
the invisible fabric, but dilates upon 
its beauties. The courtiers, faced by 
the alternatives of telling the King 
that he is an imbecile or confessing 
to him that they have not the re- 
quirements necessary for seeing this 
cloth, fall in with the idea, and add 
their praises to that of their sov- 
ereign. | 

The second act provides a proces- 
sion of mannequins that is rich ard 
harmonious. Indeed, it suggests that 
the adapters had not forgotten “Chu 
Chin Chow.” There is also a vanity 
dance by three girls before mirrors. 

The King Becomes an Ass. 

The climax comes when the King 
returns to the market} place to dis- 
Play his robe, woven by the magic 
loom. The dumfounded tradesmen 
perceive their lord and master, ap- 
proaching at a mincing pace, wear- 
ing his crown, his shoes and hose, 
and—his summer underwear. The 
courtiers stifle their laughter as the 
grotesque monarch  prances and 
poses, but a little girl breaks the 
silence with the shrill shout: 

“Why, the King has no clothes 
on:” which is followed by an up- 
roariously undignified retreat by his 
majesty. Philomel realizes that her 
royal patron is an ass, and returns 
to Carolus. 

The costumes were designed by 
Misses June Butler and Beatrice 
Moore, and the stage by Delmar 
Gray and Robert Wright. There is 
no dialogue, but a bewigged inter- 
preter reads the story of the action 
between the acts. His lines were 
written by Arthur Schneff.

prettier than a yellow blotter bound 
in black leather, and the new black 
glass fittings. There is a great va- 
riety in the shape of the fittings, 
which should be chosen to suit both 
the desk and the room where it is to 
stand. 

For a young girl’e desk there are 
smart little sets of different colors. 
These pieces are of moire silk cov- 
ered with thin celluloid, which looks 
like highly-finished fancy ieather. 
The blotters are rimmed with silk 
and celluloid to match the pieces. 
Fancy quill or feather-tipped pens 
match the blotters-in color. 

Brass, bronze, black glass or dark 
leather sets are the things to get for 
men-folks’ desks, the blotters sup- 
plying fie needed high light. 

For younger desk owners there are 
wee sets covered in Mother Goose 
cretonne, protected with celluloid, 
and the sets may be wiped off with 
a damp cloth when dusty or dulled 
by sticky finger-prints.
